ANOTHER TYPHOON. . - 
Fivo typhoons ia ten days ia Hongkong’s 
_ record since Tuosday the 18th, instant. 
Binco tho great storm of ‘that ‘date the 
_Tsland aeoms to have beon continually swept, 
hy.typhoons, and shipping ‘ind conditions 
on the harbour have not yot hisd a thorough 
chanco to right themselves, ‘ 
To-day'a typhoon at times was considered 
“to rival in violence that of Jast week but 
this could hardly have been so although tho 
harbour was churned inte fury and great 
_ seas broko right over the Praya wall and 
acroxs the road to the buildings opposite. 
Fortunitely on this oceasion there was 
ample warning,’ tho typhoon gun haying 
been fired last evening, and consequently 
© all tho aampans, launches, and other small 
oraft wero safe in the Typhoon Shelter. 
‘As for as could be lesrned there was but 


+ trifling daimage on the harbour, On shore 


it was iditferont. Now muteheds and 
scaffoldings that wero being put up were 
fevolled to the ground again and rubhish 
that has bon stacked in heaps in various 
parts of the city was scattered by the winds 
in all directions, , 

Nor was this this the only inconvenience. 
All nvsns of connmunication were suspend- 
ed. Tho ferrics, Penk Tram and Electric 
Trane had all stopped and travelling in 
chairs or rickshns was almost impossible 
and only undertnken at considerable risk 
of being blown ovor. : 

On the Praya the wind was #0 atrong at 
times that it was almost impossible to walk 
against it and there any kind of progress 
was campletely out of the question.

the latter. Ag,tho express rushed throwzh 
Shinegawa, ‘it ‘gradually overtook @ train 
which had just left-that atation for. Shin 
bashi.. The ‘express was already going 
at a good epend, but, it soon becxme 
apparent. that the driver of the lucsl 
train had determised, against.all rules, 
Tot ;to; ‘be ‘passéd, for the two 
trains wore scon ronnivg-at equal speed, 
and alowly the loosl, which was a ‘much 
shorter train, gained. upon the express, 
The distance to Shimbashi became shorter 
every moment, yet the gpoed of the train 
seemed fo increase. . Both wera: protiably 
going forty miles an hour when within e 
quarter of a mile of the terminus, and 
it was quite apparent that something 
extraordinary was taking'plsce, ae-the rail, 
way men along the lino, inatoed of going on 
with thuir work-aa would have been the 
caso had tho trains approached at 
the propor speed, - stood gezing, in groups.
